The consolidated interior public debt 
of Guatemala amounts to $8,395,002.04. 
The improvement in the public estimate 
of the value of those bonds, as stall as 
the rapid development and advancement 
of the country generally, can be appre¬ 
ciated when it is known that wliile 
they were quoted at from *30 to 35 per 
cent, of their original par value in ltf77 
they have now risen to 90 per cent., 
which, considering the price at which 
they were issued, may be considered at 
or above par.
